A good type of boose to accom- 
modate twenty-five fowls, or 
thirty of the nnller braeds 
should be ten feetloogbj twelve 
feet wide, giving 120 feet of floor 
space, or four to five feet per 
fowl; the hack four and one-half 
feet high, the front Hx feet 
The peek, or highest point of the 
roof, to be four feet from the 
front, making one short and one 
long slope to the roof.
